The Senate Passes the Borah 
Resolution By a Vote of 


64 to 24 


FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 
IS GIVEN SUPERVISION 


The Bristow Amendment Is 
Adopted by 44 to 44, the 
Vice President. Casting the 
Vote That Decided---The Res- 
olution Has Already Been 
Passed by the House.

Washington, June 12.—(Special.)— 
The senate tonight adopted the resolu- 
tion proposing a change in the federal 
constitution to provide for direct elec- 
tion of senators, after a tle vote of 44 
to 44 on the Bristow resolution had 
been broken by Vice President Sher- 
man, who voted in the affirmative. 
This action came shortly after 10 
o'clock, following nine hours of de- 
bate. 

The vote on the final adoption of the 
gesolution, which the Bristow amend- 
ment tacked on, was 64 to 24. This 
was five votes more than the two- 
thirds required for its adoption. 

Southern Democratg Oppose. 

All the southern democrats with 
exception of Senator Clarke, of Arkan- 
gas, voted against the Bristow amend- 
ment, which was practically identical 
with the Sutherland amendment intro- 
duced at the last session. It proposes 
to lodge in congress control over the 
“time, places and manner” of elect- 
ing senators. This the southern mem- 
bers opposed, saying it would lead to 
federal supervisors, registrars, judzes 
of election and even troops at the 


polls. 

Senator Bacon and Senator Terrell 
voted against the Bristow . amend- 
ment, and later voted against the res- 
olution as amended, 

Five insurgent republicans voted 
against the Bristow amendment, but 
the rest had changed front since the 
close of the last congress, and voted 
for it. The five consistent ones were 
Senators Borah, Grenna, La Follette, 
Poindexter and Works. ; 

Twelve regular republicans voted 
against the popular elections resolu- 
tion on the final ballot. Among them 
was Senator Lorimer, of Dlinois. 

Jeff’ Davis Called to Order. 

The change in front on part of the 
progressives was criticised by Senator 
Jeff Davis, of Arkansas, during the 
debate. He charged the progressives 
with lack of sincerity and said he was 
sorry he had “ever traveled with that 
crowd.” 

At this point, he was called to order 
by Senator Gallinger, who occupied the 
chair and reminded the Arkansas gen- 
ator that remarks reflecting upon the 
stncerity of another senator was con- 
trary to the rules of the senate. 

The action by the senate tonight 
was the first time in a quarter of a 
century during which this subject has 
been agitated that the upper house 
has agreed to the direct election of 
senators. The resolution will have to 
go back to the house for concurrence 
in the senate amendment, and must 
then be ratified by three-fourths of 
the states before it pnecomes effective 
as a part of the constitution. 

Senator Reed, of Missour!, protest- 
ed against the vice president casting 
his deciding vote. 

An amendment by Senator Bacon 
qualifying the Bristow amendment to 
prohTdit federal supervision 
tions. unless the state legislatures re- 
fuse or fail to act, was defeated, 46 
The resolution as amended was 
then adopted. 

Made Possible by a Democrat. 

Adoption of the Bristow amendment 
which omitted the house provision 
transferring supervision of senatoriai 
elections from congress to the state 
legislatures was made possible by Mr. 
Clarke, of Arkansas, casting the only 
democratic vote for the proposition. 
The tie on that ballot would have been 
prevented if his vote had been cast 
with his party, with whom he later 
voted on adoption of the resolution. 
On this first ballot, five republicans, 
Messrs. Borah, Grenna, La _ Follette, 
Poindexter and Works, all insurgents, 
voted against the provision. On the 
resolution as amended the vote, 64 to 
24. was five more than the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 

Of the 24 negative votes, eight were 
cast by democrats and sixteen by re- 
publicans as follows:

The Resolution as Amended. 

The resolution as amended and pass- 
ed follows: 

“That in Meu of the first paragraph 
of section 3 of article 1 of the consti- 
tution of the United States and in lieu 
of so much of paragraph 2 of the 
same sections as relates to the filling 
of vacancies, the following be propos- 
ed as an amendment to the constitu- 
tion which shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as part of the con- 
stitution when ratified by the legisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the states: 
--*#The senate of the United States 
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JUDGE T. E. PATTERSON, 
of Griffin, who has been selected by 
Governor-Elect Hoke Smith to suc- 
ceed Gen. Clement A. Evans on the 
Prison Commission. Gen. Evans will 
be. appointed adjutant general.

Sensational Developments Are 
Promised in Case of Renfroe 
‘ Jackson, Bound Over for Car- 
rying Concealed Weapons. 
Jackson’s Lawyer Talks. 


Following the trial of Renfroe Jack- 
son, of 771 Piedmont avenue, in Judge 
Ridley’s court yesterday afternoon, at 
which time he was bound over for 
carrying concealed weapons, J. M. Jen- 
kins. southern representative of the 
Worcester China Company, who 
brought the charges against Mr. Jack- 
son, stated that he would shortly in- 
stitute suit for slander in the sum of 
$10,000. 

Developments are also promised at 
an early date which are expected to be 
of the most sensational character, pos- 
sibly involving several persons well 
known in the city. 

The prosecution has been represent- 
ed by T. B. Higdon, who will also file 
the papers of suit. Mr. Jackson has 
employed Hewlett & Dennis and James 
L. Anderson. 

Says Witnesses Are Gone. 

Besides the interest in the case, Mr. 
Jenkins adds further spice by the di- 
rect charge that the defense has spirit- 
ed away several of his most important 
witnesses, one of whom, H. J. Gewin- 
ner, of the Long-Henderson Motor 
Company, is said to be most material. 

As tried in court Monday afternoon, 
it is tacitly admitted that very few of 
the real facts behind the case were 
brought out.. Only the events in con- 
nection with the alleged threats of Mr. 
Jackson and his purchase of a revolver 
which he ts said to have carried, were 
placed on the record. 

It is claimed that on or about June 
5 Mr. Jackson purchased a revolver, 
which he exhibited to several people, 
principally chauffeurs at a local garage, 
as having been bought “for’’ Mr. Jen- 
kins. The defense introduced no wit- 
nesses. 

One of the principal witnesses 
against Mr. Jackson was his brother- 
in-law, young Philip Greene, 17 years 
old, formerly of Griffin. Mr. Greene 
testified that he had seen Mr. Jackson 
place the revolver in his pocket while

(Appleuse) 
don’t want you to think I am pledged 
to Atlanta.” (Laughter) “I want to say 
that this city would naturally, I was 
going to say properly, be the center 
of one of these divisions.’ (Applause.) 

Mr.. Vreeland said, in part: 

“The system of every other great 
commercial country, our rivals for the 
business of the world, has been revolu- 
tionized during the last fifty years or 
more, In the United States, the greatest 
commercial nation on the globe, doing 
the greatest business. upon the globe, 
we alone continue to use the system 
which was adopted in the middle of 
the civil war, about half a century ago. 

“I stand here to say that these de- 
Structive business convulsions which 
we call panics in the United States, 
which have brought us more misery 
and suffering, except loss of life, than 
the wars in which we have been en- 
gaged—and that is a strong statement 
—are, entirely preventable. I say they 
are entirely due to a defective system 
of banking and currency. 

“In the time I am to occupy I can- 
not, of course, touch upon many of the 
defects in our present system, nor is 
it necessary in this presence, besides 
they have all been gone over in other 
papers. But I will refer briefly to 
some of the defects that, in my opin- 
ion, are more important. 

“Our system absolutely lacks flexi- 
ibilty. It absolutely fails year after 
year to respong to the demands of 
business. You gentlemen, of course, 
all know why—because it is hitched 
to the bonds of the United States; be- 
cause banks take out circulation or 
reduce circulation, for the reason that 


there is a profit in purchasing bonds 
and putting the circulation out—abso- 
lutely without relation to the needs of 
the country. 


Incoenceivable Suppositiong. 


“I have illustrated our. reser¥e Ssys- 
tem by supposing that each one of our 
states in case of war should insist up- 
on putting its troops upon the border 
of the state insteaq of massing them 
into one army to meet the invaders of 
the country. I have assumed the al- 
most inconceivable supposition that we 
shoulqg become engaged in war with 
Great Britain; that Great Britain, with 
her great navy, should put 200,000 
troops in Canada; that those troops 
should approach our borders for in- 
vading the United States; that New 
York would say, “We will put our 
troops upon the state line to defend the 
sacred soil of New York when the in- 
vaders shall approach”; that Texas 
would say, “We will put our troops 
upon our state line,” and that Cali- 
fornia would say the same thing and 
put her troops upon her state border. 
And so all the other states would scat- 
ter out their troops, placing them upon 
the border of each state. Mr. Chair- 
man, what sort of defense would that 
make against that invading army?’ We 
might have a million troops, enough 
to .fall upon the invaders and throw 
them into the sea, and yet they would

CHANGES FAVORED 
BY MAYOR. WINK 


Wants Legislative and Admin- 
strative Boards Separate 


Mayor Winn Says He Favors 
City Council of Ten Members, 
and an Administrative or Ex- 
ecutive Board of About Five 
Members. 


Mayor Courtland S. Winn, when ask- 
ed yesterday by a representative of 
The Constitution for his views on what 
changes should be made in the munic- 
ipal government of Atlanta, furnished 
¥. statement which will be read with 
great interest at this time when there 
has been such an agitation for commis- 
sion government. 

Mayor Winn declares that he “has 
not lost faith in popular representa- 
tive government, safeguarded with 
proper regulations.” He favors a city 
council of ten members, one from each 
ward, to be elected by the voters from 
the entire city, and an administrative 
or executive board of about five mem- 
bers. He says that the legislative and 
administrative boards should be sepa- 
rate and distinct. His plan contem- 
plates a mayor who shall be the pre- 
siding officer of the administrative 
board. , 
Wants the Best in Both, 

The mayor’s plan seeks to eliminate 
the objectionable features of the pres- 
ent form of government and the secur- 
ing of a form which will include what 
is best in a commission without doing 
away with popular representative gov- 
ernment. : 

He desires the abolishing of all 
boards and the separation of the school 
department from the other branches »f 
government. 

The mayor asks for a more direct 
administration of the city’s business, 
but he does not think it advisable to 
eliminate entirely the legislative body. 
‘ ‘he mayor’s statement to the report- 
er of The Constitution, which Is given 
below, will no doubt be read with a 
great deal of interest: 

Mayor Winn’s Views. 

“There is no question in my mind 
as to the necessity and advisability of 
repairing and overhauling the govern- 
mental machinery under which the city 
of Atlanta is now operating. 

“My experience as a member of the 
general council, as a member of the 
board of education and as mayor of 
the city has suggested the desirabili- 


ministrative branches of the govern- 
ment. 

“There should be a more direct ad- 
ministration of the agy's business. 

“My personal opifiton is that any 
change made should not eliminate the 
legislative body. Personally I favor an 
amendment to the present charter 
which would create a council of ten 
members, one from each ward, to 
be elected by the people of the en- 
tire city, and an administrative or ex- 
ecutive board of about five membDers, 
to be elected by the city-at-large. 
“In my judgment, all of thé present 
departmental! boards could be abolish- 
ed and the administrative or executive 
board perform the functions of the 
present departmental boards. The coun- 
cil should be’ charged with the duty 
and responsibility of enacting such 
laws aS are necessary for the enforce- 
ment of good order, levying of taxes, 
fixing the business licenses, etc. 

Should Be Independent. 

“The administrative or executive 

board should be entirely independent | 


DEAD -HAVEMEYER 
MADE SCAPEGOAT 


ror All the Wrong-Doing of 
the Sugar Trust 


Atkins, Present Manager of the 


mittee That Havemeyer Did 
as He Pleased and Kept the 
Stockholders in the Dark. 


Washington, June 12.—Ruling that 
the facts regarding which former of- 
ficers of the American Sugar Refining 
Company, including former Secretary 
Charles R. Heike, are under indictment 
and awaiting trial, are essential to the 
inquiry, the house committee of inves- 
tigation into the so-called sugar trust 


Edwin F. Atkins, 
answer questions regarding its at- 
tempts to acquire the Pennsylvania 
Sugar Refining Company at Philadel- 
phila. Counsel James M. Beck, for the 
company, ineffectually appealed to 
the committee not to go into this 
matter on the ground that former of- 
ficers of the company are awaiting 
trial in November on a charge of con- 
spiracy 
property, and that their 
would be prejudiced if the committee 
prejudged the ‘case. 

Chairman Hardwick andthe commit- 
tee overruled this objection, saying the 
committee was directed to investigate 
every phase of the companies’ opera- 
tion, adding that there was no inten- 
tion of prejudging the case. 

Biames It on Havemeyer. 

Mr. Atkins testified he had no direct 
knowledge regarding the Pennsylvania 
transaction which, he. said, was nego- 
tiated ander the presidency of Henry 
O. Havemeyer. He said he protested 
yearsago to Mr. Havemeyer against 
the policy. of the company acquiring 
beet sugar plants. The company of- 
ficials point out that the company has 
undergone a thorough change of man- 
agement and of policy since the Have- 
meyer regime. 

Discussing the relations between the 
company and the beet sugar interests, 
Mr. Atkins said: 

“Tl asked Mr. Havemeyer if it was 
to be his policy to build up the beet 
sugar industry at the expense of the 
cane sugar refining industry. His an- 
swer was evasive, and I told him that 
if that was to be his policy, | would 
sell my stock in the American Sugar 
Refining Company. I subsequently did 
sell considerable of my stock.” 

Asked why he was opposed to the 
company extending into the beet sugar 
field, Mr. Atkins declared he foresaw 
in the western field a beet sugar in- 
dustry growing which would become 
a formidable competitor of the Ameri- 
can company, and as an investor he 
did not think it a good proposition to 
aid a rival enterprise to a position 
where it would have an important ef- 
fect on the business of the industry 
in which he was financially inter- 
ested. 

Didn’t Kuew Havemeyer’s Pians, 

Mr. Atkins stated that he did not 
know at the time he talked to Mr. 
Havemeyer. that the former head of 
the sugar trust had already invested 
in western beet sugar concerns. 

Mr. Atkins testified today that the 
American Sugar Refining Company’s 
stock is scattered all over the globe, 
with 19,359 stockholders in November, 
1910, The average individual holding 
of stock was said to be less than fifty 
shares, and more than 9,500 sharehold- 
ers Own ten shares or under. i 

Mr. Atkins submitted a statement 
which, ameng other things, discussed 
the government litigation against the 
company, saying: .

AT LEAST 15 PERSONS 
KILLED AT NEWPORT NEWS 


Three Killed at Philadelphia 
and One at Norfolk---Many 
Persons Were Injured---The 
Damage to Property Will 
Amount to Thousands---Wires 
Out of Commission. 


Newport News, Va., June 12.—Sweep- 
ing out of the southwest with cyclonic 
velocity, a wind, rain, hail and elec- 
trical storm struck: the lower end of 
the Virginia peninsula late this after- 
noon and left a trail of death and ruin 
in its wake. 

At this hour it is impossible to even 
estimate the number of dead, for many 
small craft with their human freight 
went down in the storm at various 
points along the James river and in 
Hampton Roads. 

Conservative estimates tonight place 
the dead at not more than fifteen. None 
of the bodies have been recovered, and 
nothing is known here of the identity 
of the missing people, as most of them 
were fishermen from distant counties 
along the James. 

Great havoe was wrought in this 
city, houses being unroofed, trees, 
wires and telegraph poles being blown 
down. Half a dozen vessels moored at

NORFOLK RAVAGED BY STORM; 

ONE LIFE IS LOST; CITY IS DARK 

Norfolk, Va., June 12.—At least one 
life was lost, telephones were put out 
of commission, the city was in total 
darkness for'a short time, trolley cars 
were tied up and a number of houses 
were struck by Hghtning in the worst 
electrical storm tonight which Nor- 
folk has experienced in years, 

Casey's broom factory in Highland 
avenue was struck by lightning and 
partly destroyed. 

A small boat in which a negro man 
and his small son were fishing was 
capsized by the storm this afternoon. 
The boy was drowned. Two men are 
reported to have beeen drowned in 
Hampton Roads when their boat cap- 
sized, but this report lacks confirma- 
tion. 

Seven electric trains on the Norfolk 
and Southern were rendered helpless 
during the storm, their controllers 
burning out. 

More than an inch of rain fell, and 
it is said that this was worth $500,000 
to farmers in Norfolk’ and Princess 
Anne counties.

At Allentown the cyclonic wind pros- 
trated live wires which fell on a frame 
house with corrugated iron lining. As 
David S. H. Gackenbach, aged 30 years, 
and Hannibal J. Detterer, aged 24 years, 
were leaving the building, they touch- 
ed the metal and were instantly killed. 
John Wagner, aged 40 years, was killed 
‘trying to rescue the men. Miss Carrie 
Allender was badly shocked. 

The Colonial express, on the Penn- 
syivania railroad, which left Washing- 
ton for Boston at 5:35 p. m., had a, nar- 
row escape from being wrecked a few 
miles north of Baltimore. Near Magno- 
lia, Md., where the storm had been 
especially severe, the train was run- 
ning 50 miles an hour when the engi- 
neer saw a tree lying across the track. 
He applied the airbrake, but could not 
avoid crashing into the obstruction. 
A section of the fallen tree was wedged 
so firmly between the pilot and cylin- 

der head of the engine that the crew 
“had to use axes to remove it.

“For instance, one member could 


have under his supervision the de- | 


partments of public affairs and health; 
another departments of fire and police; 
another the department of streets, 
bridges and sewers; another the depart- 
ment of accounts, finances and reve- 
nues, and the remaining member of 
the said board could have charge of 
the department of public utility, 
grounds and buildings. 

“The mayor, who should head one of 
these departments, should be the pre- 
siding officer of the administrative or 
executive board. In this board should 
be concentrated full authority and full 
responsibility for action. : 

The Terms.of Councilmen, 

“I. believe that the terms of the 
members of council should be two 
Or three years, and that in order 
to secure men of capacity and 
ability for the administrative or 
executive board, the members of 
this body should be elected for a 
term of three or four years, and paid 
salaries commensurate with their abil- 
ity and the responsibility resting upon 
them. Bach of them should be under 
proper bond for the due and faithful 
performance of his respective duties. 

“In revising or amending the char- 
ter the city should retain the provi- 
sion of the present charter which for- 
ever prohibits the sale of its water- 
works system, and its present provi- 
sion for pensions for certain classes of 
employees who have been disabled or 
grown old in the city’s service. 

“In a newspaper interview, it is, of 
course, impossible to go into minute 
details of the proposition itn discussing 
a revision of the charter. 

Should Be Carefully Considered. 


“The preparation of any charter for 
this city is too large an undertaking 
to be conducted with unseemly haste 
and without due consideration. Its 
provisions, if adopted, must, of neces- 
sity, seriously affect the interests of 
our people. In the framing of such an 
instrument much study and thought is 
essential in order that a charter may 
be prepared which will conserve the 
rights of all the people and at the 
same time provide for an economical 
and efficient administration of the 
public business.

Would you care 
what their political views were? Not 
in the least. You would not care 
whether they were republicans or dem- 
ocrats, prohibitionists or insurgents.

What Is a Bath? 
(From The London Chronicle.) 

What is a bath? Is it the simple bath 
of hot or cold water and soap, or the 
Turkish bath of hot air or the Russian 
one of steam, or the mud bath of Saint- 
Amand-les-Eaux, or the compressed air 
bath of Reichenhall, or the baths of 
wine favored by famous beauties, or the 
sun bath of modern hygienists, or the 
Laplander’s plunge into the hot blub- 
ber of a just killed whale, or the bath 
of asses’ milk, to provide which for his 
consort an earl of Portman bought 
cheap the Portman estate north of Ox- 
ford street as a farm -to keep a herd of 
asses. Now, which of these is a bath? 
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Capital City Club at the Vreeland din- 
_ner. In part it follows: 


| “When there comes a serious de- 
rangement of credit, it is the innocent 
‘man who suffers by the long depres- 
‘sion of trade; it is the man in the 
field who finds the market for his 
crop unsatisfactory; it is the laborer 
in the factory who is thrown out of 
employment; it is the poor in our 
towns who then demand gqur largess. 
If, then, we have the real welfare of 
the mass of our fellowmen at heart, 
if we wish to facilitate the exchange 
of our products at the best prices, we 
must get together ang secure such 
legislation from congress as 1s in the 
interest of all, and not or the few. 

“It is clear to my mind that the 
National Reserve Association is such a 
measure and for the following rea- 
sons: 

“1. It recognizes that the problem 
is one of the organization of credit, 
rather than one of an expansion of 
bank note issues. If a man produces 
cotton or hardware—or any form of 
salable goods—it is a bad system that 
breaks the circuit and cuts a man off 
, from meeting his obligations when 
he has the goods in his possession. At 
present a useless and selfish demand 
for reserve money, when a few light- 
headeg people get frightened, can 
brak the circuit. Now the National 
Reserve Association keeps the circuit 
open. Automatically, it ‘enables the 
man who has the goods, and the right 
to credit, to get the means of payment 
| whereby he can meet his obligations. 
In a time of pressure it will be made 
possible for any legitimate borrower, 
for goods sold or in transit, to obtain 
a credit. 

“2, IT am obliged to confess that a 
central bank is not only impossible, 
but unsuited to our conditiofis. We 
must devise a plan suiteg to the demo- 
cratic genius of our government which 
Wlu save us from a dominating, power- 
ful, centralizeq monetary institution. 
What we need is not centralization, 
but co-operation, entered into by all 
our independent banks, both national 
and state. This co-operation is pro- 
vided for by the National Reserve As- 
sociation. 

“3. Moreover, it gives every bank an 
equal chance and preserves to each 
locality autonomy in its financial af- 
fairs and protects it from the domina- 
tion of any one body of great finan- 
ciers. Each association or banks has 
local self-government, but yet it is in 
a co-operative plan. The individual 
bank—and thereby its borrowing con- 
stituency—is put into helpful relations 
with its nearest neighbors, and not 
under the control of a dominating 
central bank. 

“4. It provides us with an elastic 
currency, automatically expanding and 
contracting with the needs of business. 


Just as prime commercial paper based 
On actual transactions in goods in- 
creases, there is increased the means 


by which the notes of the National Re- 


serve Association can be obtained, or 
vice versa. It changes the basis of 
the security of the notes from a debt 
of the government to an active liquid 
asset. As our wealth ang our ex- 
changes increase, our notes, when 
needed, will automatically increase 
without the need of special legisla- 
tion. And if notes are not needed, it 
provides a well lubricated, uninter- 
rupted movement of credit exchanges. 
through the check and deposit cur- 
rency as a medium of exchange. 

“5. Also,,it establishes all this or- 
fSanization of credit and accomplishes 
the above mentioneg important ends 
without any expense to the people or 
the government. Some have thought — 
that the national government should 
provide the capital. That is not neces- 
sary. The regulation of credit is so 
great a desideratum that we have a 
right—in the interests of businesg as 
a whole—to put the whole, expense on 
the banks, whether they like it or not. 

“Making help to our credit regular 
and normal, instead of sporadic, is a 
great measure of progress. But the 
step is to be taken only under con- 
servative methods subject to control 
by officials of the government, yet not 
at the expense of the government. The 
banks are obliged to provide the capi- 
tal of $300,000,000, and yet, beyond a 
4 or 5 per cent dividend on their con- 
tributions, all the profits for redis- 
counting or dealing in exchange go 
to the bank’s surplus or to the treas- 
ury of the United States.

“6. Another admirable feature of the 
new proposals is its purpose to free 
our money market from the influence 
of Wall street. You all know how, at 
present, country and inland banks send 
idle funds to New York for the sake 
of the interest on deposits. and how 
these funds are loaned at call and used 
to carry stocks and produce. This 
tendency will be corrected and more 
capital be available for commercial 
transactions by creating a diseccunt 
market for acceptances, which are now 
forbidden by the courts under the ex- 
isting law. All through .the plan are 
to be found provisions to prevent the 
speculative demands in the stock ma~- 
ket from fixing the rate of discount 
charged to commercial borrowers. in - 
fact, stock exchange collateral cannot 
be used as security for discounts 3t 
the National Reserve Association.

REFORMING THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


Out of the chaos of municipal reform agitation in Atlanta one 
factor rises supreme: 
under the present charter. There is no more doubt of that fact 
_ | than that the sun will rise tomorrow morning. : 


minds to that certainty. If they seek to defeat commission with 


they are foredoomed to overwhelming defeat. 

The fact that councilmani¢ opponents of commission govern- 
ment are already preparing to submit a revised charter to the gen- 
eral assembly, and that Mayor Winn, as detailed elsewhere, has 
outlined an alternative revision plan, indicates that the opponents 
of commission government realize the gravity of their situation. 

The crux of the issue is charter reform, and that the best obtain- 
able. The people are the arbiters. They have not yet spoken. 
They are going to speak. It rests with the protagonists and the 
antagonists of commission rule to perfect their wares and submit 
them to the people. The people are going to choose the best, and 
they are not going to stand for a continuance of the present system. 

Unwieldy, intricate, slow, and riddled with politics and parti- 
san maneuvering, the present system has enjoined efficient govern- 
ment in Atlanta. Board rule oligarchy has become intolerable. 
Rule by councilmen, by aldermen, by committees, by boards, by 
department heads, with the politician at the helm, has long engen- 
dered lost motion, friction, militated against quick action, and 
befuddled the citizen as to where to place blame or apply a 
remedy. 

By one route or another, it must go. 

If it comes to a choice between commission rule of any kind 
and the present charter unamended The Constitution will support 
commission government with all the strength at its command. 


The legislative 
representatives would not for a moment contemplate any other 
course.

If they are wise, the opponents of commission government will 
cut away the impedimenta of the present charter, perfect its details 
in accordance with Atlanta’s needs, and also secure authority to 
submit their revised charter to the people. And the people will 
decide as between the two in one election. 

The Constitution publishes today a striking interview in which 
Mayor Winn outlines a tentative non-commission charter worthy 
of consideration, in that it is an effort to cut away the dead wood of 
the present system. He proposes ten councilmen, one from each 
ward, but all elected at large, and not by ward constituents, as at 
present. He would abolish the aldermanic board. He would con- 
fine the council's activities to purely legislative functions. He would 
have an administrative board of four or five members, one in charge 
of each city department, to be elected by the people, to be paid lib- 
erally enough to insure the best talent, and to give all their time to 
the city’s work. He would abolish all boards. He is a believer in 
charter reform, but believes it may be better accomplished than by 
a new direct commission government charter. 

The striking feature of Mayor Winn’s plan is that his adminis- 
trative board embodies that distinguishing principle of direct respon- 
sibility and authority that 1s the very basis of commission govern- 
ment. No one knows better than the mayor of the inadequacy of 
the present system, and what he says on the subject makes an inter- 


esting contribution to the subject now uppermost in the local mind. 

Out of it all rises big as a mountain the fact that even those 
opposed to commission realize at last that public sentiment will no 
longer tolerate the present system, and that Atlanta is to have sweep- 
ing charter reform from capstone to foundation. 

Frankly, we believe that the reform is coming in the shape of 
commission government, because it seems doubtful that its oppo- 
nents will concede the reforms demanded by the people. All of them 
are not as wise as Mayor Winn. 


THE NEXT LEASE BILL. 


Hon. Moultrie Sessions, of Marietta, makes the interesting sug- 
gestion, in a communication published elsewhere, that for the pur- 
pose of building a well connected system of intra-state boulevards, 
the state of Georgia sell the Western and Atlantic railroad, and 
devote the proceeds to this purpose. 

The proposed development is exceedingly worthy, but the plan by 
which Mr. Sessions proposes to accomplish the very desirable end 
will not merit serious consideration. ) 

If the people of Georgia are fixed in their siiteehiellbaads any 
one thing, it is that they will never absolutely dispose of the state’s 
ownership of the Western and Atlantic railroad. So firm is that 
conviction that any discussion looking to the sale of the road is a 
waste of time and energy.

Would Revise ‘Present Charter. 


Editor Constitution: The suggestion 
in your Sunday editorial, in regard to 
the advisability of amending the city 
charter in an admirable one. 
| The charter of Atlanta has been tried, 
‘and has worked well for forty years or 
;}more. During this time the city has 
{had a wonderful growth. It has also 
| been singularly free from graft, official 
|corruption or misappropriation of pub- 
lic money. There has been no instance 
of any official taking a bribe, stealing 
from the city or otherwise using his 
loffice for private pelf. This may be 
entirely due to the honesty of the men 
who have held position. But anyone 
who will take the time to study the 
present charter will find there a most 
ffective system of checks and safe- 
,; guards against official corruption. 

The main defect of commission gov- 
ernment is in lodging all the power in 
the hands of a few. This vice cannot 
be practically cured or counter-balanced 
by the “initiative, referendum and re- 
call.” If a commissioner is crooked, he 
will have to be found out and exposed 
before the recall will reach him. The 
trouble is, the chances of discovery and 
of exposure will be greatly reduced by 
abolishing the system of checks which 
the present charter affords. Further- 
more, the rewards of crookedness would 
be vastly greater to a corrupt official 
under the proposed new system than 
under the charter. 
straight-out corruption is small and un- 
important as compared with the more 
insidious danger of influence. The lat- 
ter operates on men who are incorrupti- 
ble, in the ordinary sense, and is also 
harder to detect. Our present system 
of government is vastly better suited to 
withstand the sinister operations of in- 
fluence than a government administered 
by a very few men. 

All the specific criticisms that I have 
seen by the advocates of commission 
government can be met fully by a few 
simple amendments to the charter. 
Much of the criticismis of a vague char- 
acter, consisting of ‘glittering generali- 
ties.” The charter is denounced as 
“antiquated,” “cumbersome,” etc. It 
would seem that some of the critics 
have never even read the charter, or 
certainly never made a careful study of 
its provisions. 
hile not claiming to have’ studied 
the charters of many, other cities be- 
sides Atlanta, I have given the subject 
some attention, and so far as my infor- 
mation and belief goes, the charter of 
Atlanta is not andoliod by that of any 
other city on earth.

WOULD BUILD HIGHWAYS 
BY SELLING STATE ROAD 


The Western, 
and Atlantic road, known as the “state 
road,” has a market value of $15,000,000, 
and brings to the state a revenue of

$420,000 per year, or less than 38 per 
cent on its market value. My sugges- 
tion ig that we sell the state road for 
the $15,000,000 which it would bring, 
and at 50 cents on the dollar we would 
add $7,500,000 to the taxable values of 
the state, cities and counties. rs 
create a state board of road commis- 
sioners to build a 60, or preferably, an 
80-foot macadam boulevard from the 
state line near Chattanooga, through 
Macon to Savannah, and from Augusta 
to Columbus via Macon. That authority 
be granted this board to lease the 


car line to operate cars for passengers’ 
and freight for a period of, say, fifty 
years. With the boulevard made wide 
enough, this would not interfere in the; 
least with travel by the public from an 
ox-cart to an automobile. It is abso- 
lutely certain, in my opinion, that such 
a lease would bring the state a revenue 
of at least $30,000 per month, probably 
more. This would offset the loss in 
revenue occasioned by the sale of the 
state road, and to this gain would be 
added the revenue arising from the tax- 
ation of the state road. Added to this 
gain would be the enormous increase 
in the taxable values of the lands or 
either side of these two great boule- 
vards, for it is safe to say that the 
values would be doubled for .an average 
of 20 miles on each side of them, which 
would embrace something like seven- 
teen million acres of land. 


Increase Taxable Values. 


If we estimate the increase in vaiue 
at only $10 per acre (and this is a most 
moderate estimate), we would add $170,- 
000.000 to the taxable value of 
properties in; the state, which would be 
shared in by the counties as well. It 
will be seen that the increased revenue 
arising from the increase in taxable 
values would be over $800,000 annually, 
or double the annual rental of the state 
road; so that the calamity howler who 
fears that the public school fund would 
suffer if the road was sold would have 
nothing to howl about. 

The building of these boulevards 
would advertise Georgia more than any 
other one thing that can be done. q They 
would be object lessons, and would be 
visited and inspected by people from all 
over the aren States, and even from 
abroad. 

Yet another gain would accrue from 
the counties on either side of these 
boulevards lying 50 to 75 miles making 
connections with them by means of fine 
county roads, and directly we would 
have the state gridironed with macadam 
roads. 

I realize that some people will class 
this as an air-castle—as a dream.

* The recent death of Colonel Dennis 
Butler Harris in New York city re- 
moves a. notable figure. He was born 
March 9, 1836, in Hanover county, Vir- 
ginia, and was a son of William Over- 
ton Harris and Lucy Robinson Butler. 
He served as deputy commissiary gen- 
eral agent under Colonel John Craig- 
miles, whose jurisdiction covered Ten- 
nessee, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi 
and the western and southern coun- 
try, with headquarters at Cleveland, 
Tenn., from which point all supplies 
were furnished to the southern. army.

JUDGE JOEL BRANHAM’S 
ADDRESS AT ST. SIMON’S 


The address of Judge Joel Branham, 
of Rome, as president of the Georgia 
Bar Association, delivered at the recent 
meeting of the association at St 
Simon’s island, is said to be one 
of the very. best addresses ever de- 
livered before the Georgia Bar As- 
sociation.

It 
is the refuge of irresolute legislators, 
the hope of the socialist and the battle 
ground of the demagogue. It obliter- 
ates constitutional limitations, fmperils 
the rights of the minority, destroys the 
independence of judicial officers, 
panders to the passions of the mob, de- 
thrones the majesty of the law, and 
opens the court of chaos where we shall 
find, not relief or peace, but ‘confusion 
worse confounded.’ ”’

AIRSHIPS BARRED | 
AT CORONATION 


No Flying Machines Will Be 
Allowed to Operate 
Over London. 


London, June 12.—Acting under the 
powers conferred by the act recently 
passed by parliament, Home Secretary 
Churchill has issued an order prohib- 
iting navigation of aircraft of any de- 
scription over the county, of London 
on the three days of the coronation 
processions, and also over Windsor and 
London on the three other days de- 
voted to events connected with the 
coronation.

ERROR IN A TELEGRAM 
PROVES VERY COSTLY 


Verdict for $36,684 Returned 
Against Postal Telegraph 
Company. 


New York,-June 12.—A jury in the 
supreme court today brought in a ver- 
dict of $36;684 in favor of Stephen M. 
Weld & Co., cotton brokers, and 
against the Postal Telegraph Company 
for damages the plaintiffs sustained in 
the transmission of a telegram to their 
agent in New Orleans, 

The plaintiff alleged that they tele- 
graphed their New Orleans agent to 
sell 20,000 bales of cotton at 12.70, but 
that when the telegram reached the 
agent it read to sel] at 12.0%. The 
plaintiffs asked for damages to the 
amount of $27,565, with interest. The 
jury gave them the full amount de- 
manded.

the public would cease its ‘‘prosecution 
and persecution of the lumber trade,” 
and permit its dealers to act togeth- 
er, twenty per cent ‘of the timber that 
now goes to waste would be saved. 

Mr. Long said his company was 
a member of the Southern Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association, and that 
he had been. president of the associa- 
tion during 1904 and 1905. He said 
the name of the association had been 
changed to the Yellow Pine Manu- 
facturers’ Association at a meeting 
held at New Orleans in 1906. 
The output of yellow pine is very 
large in the states in which the as- 
sociation operates, Texas, Louisiana, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama, Flor- 
dda, Georgia, and to an extent in 
Missouri, according to Mr. Long.

“The lumber trade was found to be 
in a demoralized condition,” he replied. 
“The production was far in excess 0 
the consumption and as a natural re- 
sult there was a slow demand for a4 
fast accumulating surplus of product. 
The way to correct that condition was 
to lessen the production. That was 
what-any sensible eealer would have 
done. There was no use continuing 
the piling up of lumber for which 
there was no market.” 

“The market price was down, was it 
not?’’ 

*Y es.” 

“Was the production of lumba cur- 
tailed then, to control and raise the 
prices ?’’ 

“There were many reasons for cur- 
tailing -the production, especially of 
yellow pine which our companies pro- 
duce. It meant the piling up of lum- 
ber that we could not sell and putting 
into it the cost of labor which was 
about $7 to $8 per thousand feet. That 
investment naturally would He idle. It 
would mean the increase of taxes and 
insurance in amotint of from $10,000 tc 
$15,000 a year for each mill. 


Yellow Pine Lumber Depreciates. 


“Yellow ‘pine timber depreciates rap- 
idly when it remains in piles for a 
long time. Good business demands 
that yellow pine lumber be not pro- 
duced faster than it can be marketed. 
It was not to control or advance prices 
that we curtailed the production. It 
was to avoid heavy loss by deprecia- 
tion and needless insurance and other 
expenses. 

“And if I may be permitted, I may 
say something about the lumber busi- 
ness generally that will coincide with 
the present public agitation in favor 
of conserving Our natural resources. 
By reason of so much public clamor 
and I might say, prosecution or perse- 
cution of the lumber trade, the deal- 
ers are denied 
operating to save much of the forests. 
If the manufacturers of lumber dared 
to act together they could produce 


conditions that would conserve about! 


20 per cent of the forests that is now 
going to waste.

In each ward of the city the inter- 
ested housekeepers have handed to- 
gether in what is known as civic ward 
clubs for the purpose of co-operating 
with the sanitary and health depart- 
ments of the city for better conditions. 
These clubs have complant committees 
who handle just such matters as that 
related above pertaining to cows. A 
whole ward of women-organized can 
do more toward getting what they 
want done than.can the individual or 
the press. . So, co-operate with your 
ward club, make the complaint there, 
and see if something can’t be done. 


A HOUSEKEEPERS’ LEAGUE 


A group of Atlanta’s prominent wo- 
men are planning the organization of 
a housekeepers’ league in Affanta, the 
formal organization to be effected in 
the fail. A lawyer will assist in draw- 
ing up the charter of the organization, 
the first purpose of which will be to 
have a regulated code through which 
the housekeepers may first understand 
each other and the requirements of 
each, and then. work it out with the 
servants with some legal regulation. 

When this is accomplished one phase 
of the cOmplex servant question may 
begin to be worked out. Then there 
may come to be some understanding 
of what the standard of wage should 
be for men and women employed in 
domestic labor. 

Even, however, when this  under- 
standing may happen between house- 
keepers, and they ethically handle the 
matter of obligation to each other, 
there will still remain the same al- 
ways evident facts that many house- 
Keepers are ignorant of the principles 
of housekeeping, which makes their 
problems the harder and which points 
to the necessity of every girl having 
during her school life some practical 
instruction along the lines of house- 
hold economics and domestic science. 

Then there is iff the recurring ques- 
tion of the inefficient negro servant, 
and whether he is being given in the 
common schools of the state the kind 
of training which makes useful to 
himself and others. 

The intelligent negro himself real- 
izes this, and an article bearing on 
this question appearing in this depart- 
ment last week has brought forth a 
number of responses from the negroes 
of these communica- 
tions to be published in time.

The Black Is Dead and Police- 
man ae e Is Wanted on 
er Charge. 


Valdosta, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
A warrant charging him with murder 
was today sworn out against Officer 
Sharpe, of the city police force, who 
struck a negro named Henry Troédder, 
over the head on Saturday night, caus- 
ing his death.several hours later.

New York, June 12.—With official 
weather reports indicating that ex- 
pected showers had not materialized 
in the southwest over Sunday, there 
Was active c@vering by sellers of late 
of last week inthe cotton market this 
morning, and as well as considerable 
buying for long account, part of 
which wag attributed to trade inter- 
‘ests and new crop positions, made new 
high recaords of the movement. Real- 
izing caused reactions from the best 
in the late trading, but the final tone 
Was steady at a net advance of 7@19 
points. 

The opening was firm at an advance 
of 6 points on August and 10@16 
points on later deliveries, and the 
Market wags soon selling about 10 to 
20 points net higher. Realizing caused 
@ reaction of 4 or 5 points from the 
level, but aggressive selling was pre- 
vented by the western belt forecast, 
calling for continued dry weather and 
following the detailed weather re- 
ports, indicating very high tempera- 
tures again during the past 24 hours, 
not only in the southwest, but over the 
belt quite generally,* there was an- 
other rush of covering, which sent the 
new crop positions up to a net advance 
of 22@26 points, while the old crop 
Bold 12 to 14 points net higher. 

Renewed realizing checked the ad- 
vance around 13.79 for October, and in 
the late trading the market became 
rather nervous and unsettled under 
profit taking and local selling for re- 
action following rumors of rain at 
El Paso. 

The cloe was some 6 or 7 points off 
from the top, with the old crop show- 
ing a net gain of from 7 to 9 points, 
and the new crop of 15 to 19 points for 
the day. In addition to covering and

United States Steel and the 
Gould stocks exhibiteq manmked .weak- 
ness and nearly all of the important 
railroag and industria] Issues shared 
in a reaction, which canceled gains 
and in some cases resulted in net 
losses. During the remainder of the 
day the market wasdull and trading 
was largely profession&l in charac- 
ter. Toward the close trading became 
more active> and prices were bid up 
sharply. 

Stecks of the Gould and southern 
lines were the weakest in the list. 
Gould shares reflecteg the uncertainty 
as to the action of the directors to- 
morrow in regard to the dividend on 
Denver and Rio Grande preferred. Re- 
,ports of continued hot, dry weather in 
the:cotton belt, despite predictions of 
rain, depressed the shares of southern 
roads. Almost the only stocks to ex- 
hibit sustainéd strength were those 
of tne copper group. Amalgamated 
Copper, Anaconda, Utah Copper, Ten- 
nessee Copper and American Smelting 
all responded in the improvement in 
the copper market and reports of do- 
mestic and foreign demand. 

The conflicting movements in the 
market today represented a continuity 
of hesitating and alternation periods 
of strength ang weakness which were 
prevalent throughout last week. Un- 
certainty as to the outcome of in- 
vestigations of corporations and as to 
the maintenance of dividend rates, re- 
porting of the effect of drought in the 
south and southwest and disquieting 
accounts of the determination of pow- 
erful operators to “break’’ the mar- 
ket, particularly United States Steel, 
are advanced in explanation of the 
sensitive condition of the market.

ment to dissolve the company, no act 
of any officer of the company since 
January 1, 1908, is even alleged as 
being in restraint of trade. Many of 
the averments in the government’s bill 
are either inaccurate or have refer- 
ence to transactions ended prior to 
January 1, 1908, or adjudged as law- 
Tul in the proceedings brought in 
1892, by the government against this 
company, in which the United States 
supreme court sustained the legality 
of the company as then corstituted.. 

' “Since this decision of the supreme 
court, the company has, in expanding } 
the production of sugar and promoting 
commerce therein, acquired stocks in 
various beet sugar companies. 

“The company has a reasonable con- 
fidence that the validity of these hold- 
ings will be sustained as in expansion 
rather than in restriction of trade.” 

The statement set forth that’ the 
stockholders of the American Sugar 
Company included executors, guardi- 
ans, churches, Christian organizations, 
banks, mortgage .and investment com- 
panies, orphan asylums, hospitals, etc. 

Purpose,of the Combine. 

Mr. Atkins said the purpose of the 
formation of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company in 1897 was to put on 
their feet a’ number of sugar refiner- 
ies that had been operating at a loss. 

The companies, he. said, had been 
working without profits for a num- 
ber of years, and the cost of production 
of refined sugar had been so great 
that it. was believed a union of re- 
fineries would result in greatly reduc- 
ing this expense. 

“Did you expect through this means 
to avoid some of the competition?” 
asked Chairman Hardwick. 

“Well, I stippose it had some effect 
of that kind.” 

The witness said that seventeen re- 
fineries joined in this merger in 1887, 
which was arranged by H. O. Have- 
meyer. They were scattered through- 
out New York, New Jersey, Massachu- 
setts, Maine, Pennsylvania, Louisiana 
and Missouri.
